consideration here: 

That agricultural employers 
continue to improve working con- 
ditions and condemn all unfair 
labor practices to their em- 
ployes.

Gan Antonio Community Hos- 
pital Given Distinction 
For Disease Analysis 





As the result of developments 
in medical science in combatting 
pneumonia germs, the San An- 
tonio Community hospital is today 
able to apply serum that will 
greatly reduce the convalescence 
period. 

“Fatalities from pneumonia 
throughout the country have been 
reduced 80 per cent during the 
last year,” Dr. A. A. Aita, hospital 
superintendent, said today. “Re- 
search has shown there are 32) 
types of pneumonia. Up until 1% 
years ago only four types were 
known”. 

A serum has been developed 
now for each type of the disease. 

“When the proper serum is in- 
jected into a person ill with the 
disease, the pneumonia germs are 
neutralized and a person’s recov- 
ery requires far less time than 
formerly’. 

Within 45 minutes after an} 
analysis is started, hospital labor- 
atory technicians here can deter- | 
mine the pneumonia type. The 
hospital has most of the serum for 
all types of the disease. 

Ability of the local hospital in 
“typing” pneumonia has been rec- 
ognized, the institution being nam- 
ed an accredited “typing” station. 

Dr. Aita termed the develop- 
ments in connection with pneu- 
monia ‘“‘one of the greatest medical 
accomplishments of the decade”. 
With proper care, he said, a pneu- 
monia patient is likely to suffer 
only a mild attack.
